A s the rate m aking pow ers of mu­ 
n icip alities of the sta te through the 
state law will p ass to the State R ail­ 
road C om m ission, it will be up to the 
com m ission soon to say w hether or 
not the ra te s charged in San ta Ana, 
Anaheim and Fullerton are equitable.
